Hijackers 
Downed 
Flight 93 

Report indicates passengers 
did not breach cockpit 

WASHINGTON | U.S. investigators now believe 
that a hijacker aboard United Airlines Flight 
93 instructed terrorist-pilot Ziad Jarrah to 
crash the jetliner into a field in Pennsylvania 
because of a passenger uprising. 

This theory, based on the government’s 
analysis of cockpit recordings, discounts the 
popular perception of insurgent passengers 
grappling with terrorists to 
seize the plane’s controls.

aim to resolve the enduring 
mystery. 

The FBI strenuously maintains that its 
analysis does not diminish the heroism of 
passengers who — with the words “Let’s roll” 
— apparently took over the cockpit. 

Citing transcripts of the still- secret cock- 
pit recordings, FBI Director Robert Mueller 
told congressional investigators that, min- 
utes before Flight 93 hit the ground, one of 
the hijackers “advised Jarrah to crash the 
plane and end the passengers’ attempt to 
retake the airplane.” 

While the FBI believes it will never know 
for sure, Mueller presented this information as 
the FBI’s leading theory, an anonymous offi-

Schwarzenegger joins 
growing list of celebs, 
governor wanna-bes 

BERKELEY, CALIF. | What began 
as yet another political novelty 
from the nation’s most populous 
state has morphed into a specta- 
cle remarkable even by California 
standards. 

With everyone from Arnold 
Schwarzenegger to porn prince 
Larry Flynt jumping into the race 
to recall beleaguered Gov. Gray 
Davis, the reality TV show that 
has commandeered California 
politics has turned permanently, 
seriously weird. 

“Sadly,” Sen. Dianne Feinstein 
said Wednesday as she ruled out 
running, California is “going to 
be engaged in an election that is 
becoming more and more like a 
carnival every day.” 

And that was before 
Schwarzenegger shocked even his 
own closest political advisers by 
announcing on “The Tonight Show” 
that he was getting in the race. 

It’s hard to look at California’s 
election slate without giggling — 
or panicking. 

Under the recall law, drafted 
during a wave of populism in 1911, 
it takes only $3,500 and signatures

from 65 voters to run. The election 
is set for Oct. 7, but a slew of court 
challenges could delay or even call 
the whole thing off. 

Potential candidates so far 
include a lady selling thong under- 
wear and a motorcyclist who hopes 
to legalize pet ferrets. 

And the 99 Cents Only stores in 
Los Angeles are running a promo- 
tion promising to pay the filing fee 
and gather signatures for any 99- 
year-old who’d love to be gov.

West Nile Cases 
Triple in Week 


Colorado hardest hit 
as disease moves west 

ATLANTA | The number of West 
Nile virus cases has tripled since 
last week and will likely top last 
year’s record total, a U.S. health 
official said Thursday in the latest 
warning on the disease. 

“The numbers are starting to 
change very, very quickly,” said 
Dr. Julie Gerberding, head of the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention. “That is very con- 
cerning.” 

Health officials had expected 
the disease to spread this year to 
all corners of the country, invad- 
ing Western states previously 
unscathed. But they appeared some- 
what surprised at its speed. 

West Nile virus rarely kills, but 
about 1 in 150 people who get it 
will develop its potentially deadly 
encephalitis or meningitis. Most 
often, it affects the elderly. Of the 


seven people who have died this 
year, the youngest was 68. 

The CDC is urging people in 
the 16 states where the virus has 
appeared to use mosquito repellent, 
cover arms and legs with clothing 
and avoid early morning and eve- 
ning hours when mosquitoes are 
most active, daniel yee (ap)

Pilots Not 
Armed Yet 

TSA blamed for delay 
in allowing guns in 
airline cockpits 

WASHINGTON | Fewer than 100 
pilots were certified to carry guns 
on commercial flights in the eight 
months after Congress approved 
the idea, and pilots are blaming 
the slow pace on the Transportation 
Security Administration. 

The pilots say that with the TSA 
freezing hiring in the air marshal 
program and the government warn- 
ing al Qaeda may try more hijack- 
ings, it’s more important than ever 
to get weapons in the cockpit. 

The first 44 pilots to complete 
the five-day weapons training pro- 
gram graduated on April 19 and 
began flying with weapons. The 
second class finished in July. 

Rep. John Mica, R-Fla., chair- 
man of the House aviation subcom- 
mittee, said he’s angry that the TSA 
is moving at “a snail’s pace.” 

TSA spokesman Robert Johnson 
said “hundreds” of pilots ready to 
get certified once summer is over.

BAGHDAD I A car bomb shat- 
tered a street outside the walled 
Jordanian Embassy on Thursday, 
killing at least 11 people — includ- 
ing two children — and raising con- 
cerns that Iraq’s violence could be 
broadening from resistance to the 
U.S. occupation toward a terrorist 
insurgency. 

More than 50 people were 
wounded by the explosion, the dead- 
liest attack on a non-military tar- 
get since Baghdad fell to American 
forces April 9. The blast set cars on 


fire, flung the hulk of one vehicle 
onto a rooftop and broke windows 
hundreds of yards away. 

Elsewhere in Baghdad, gun- 
men attacked a U.S. patrol on 
a busy shopping street, spark- 
ing a fierce hours -long gunbattle 
between Iraqis with rocket-pro- 
pelled grenades and assault rifles 
and Americans with armored 
Bradley fighting vehicles. 

Two U.S. soldiers were reported 
killed Wednesday night in anoth- 
er Baghdad firefight — the first 
American combat deaths since 
Friday. Attacks have now killed 
55 U.S. soldiers since May 1, when 
President Bush declared an end to 
major combat.

KANDAHAR, AFGHANISTAN I In one of 
the most brazen and well- organized 
attacks in recent months, 40 sus- 
pected Taliban fighters armed with 
assault rifles shot up a government 
office in southern Afghanistan, kill- 
ing six Afghan soldiers and a driver 
for a U.S. aid organization. 

The violence followed a series 
of other attacks on foreign troops, 
government forces and aid workers, 
hampering agencies that are trying 
to rebuild the impoverished, war- 
shattered country. 

The fighters launched their 
assault from four vehicles, police 
said — a relatively bold strategy.

Rwanda 
Court 
In Flux 

UNITED NATIONS I Rwanda has 
endorsed the U.N. chief’s propos- 
al to add a second top war crimes 
prosecutor to handle cases stem- 
ming from the 1994 genocide in the 
African nation, saying it has long 
maintained the responsibilities are 
too vast for just one person. 

Secretary- General Kofi Annan 
reiterated Thursday that he wants 
the current chief prosecutor, Carla 
Del Ponte, to concentrate on cases 
stemming from the Balkan wars of 
the early 1990s, with a new pros- 
ecutor named for Rwanda. 

Del Ponte is scheduled to brief 
the Security Council on Friday 
on her work as head of both the 
Rwanda and former Yugoslav 
tribunals. The council is expect- 
ed to make a decision before Del 
Ponte’s four-year contract expires 
on Sept. 15. 

Many argue that the Rwandan 
tribunal has not made as much 
progress as the Yugoslav tribunal. 
According to U.N. diplomats, the 
council is divided on Del Ponte’s 
future. Suggestions range from giv- 
ing her a new four-year contract to 
continue in charge of the Rwandan 
and Yugoslav tribunals, as Mexico 
and Germany reportedly favor, to

At least seven other Russian ser- 
vicemen died in attacks over the 
past day, an official in the Moscow- 
backed Chechnya administration 
said on condition of anonymity.

detained at least 150 people in a 
series of sweeps, the official said.

Defense asks death 
penalty to be ruled 
uneonstitutional 

MANASSAS, VA. I Lawyers for sniper 
suspect John Allen Muhammad are 
seeking permission to hire a jury 
consultant to help them navigate 
a jury pool that lived through last 
year’s killing spree. 

Muhammad’s lawyers also filed a 
75 -page motion seeking to have the 
death penalty declared unconstitu- 
tional, arguing that the possibility 
of an innocent person being execut- 
ed amounts to cruel and unusual 


punishment. Circuit Judge LeRoy 
F. Millette Jr. has already rejected 
other arguments to have the death 
penalty tossed out. 

It is rare for a Virginia court to 
allow an indigent defendant like 
Muhammad to hire a jury consul- 
tant at taxpayer expense, but the 
defense says circumstances of the 
case make it necessary. 

Last month, Millette ordered a 
change of venue from Manassas to 
Virginia Beach. While some con- 
cerns about the jury pool have been 
reduced by the change, they are not 
gone, the defense team contends.

Based on the novel by Diane 
Johnson, “Le Divorce” stars Kate 
Hudson and Naomi Watts as Isabel 
and Roxanne, American sisters in 
Paris. Roxy is a poet, wife and moth- 


er with a second baby on the way. 
Isabel has flown in from California 
to visit with her older sister — just 
as Roxy’s French artist husband, 
Charles -Henri (Melvil Poupaud), 
is leaving her to be with another 
woman. 

Isabel ends up having a dalliance 
with Edgar (Thierry Lhermitte), a 
French diplomat who’s much older, 
married — and just happens to be 
Charles-Henri’s uncle.

MOVIES I Like most actresses over 
the age of consent, Jamie Lee Curtis 
tends to get sidelined as the wife or 
the mother, although it’s the smart 
director who spots the mischief in 
her eyes and cuts her loose. 

Watching her cut loose is one of 
the pleasures of the winsome gener- 
ational comedy “Freaky Friday.” 

As Dr. Tess Coleman, a widow 
raising 15 -year- old Anna (Lindsay 
Lohan) and 10 -year- old Harry 
(newcomer Ryan Malgarini), Curtis 
doesn’t so much enter the scene as 
throw herself into the atmospheri- 
cally familiar fray. Her black coor- 
dinates flowing, her cell phones and 
personal organizers cocked like 
sidearms, Tess embodies the over- 
extended parent as superhero. 

She doesn’t have the time or 


patience for her daughter’s adoles- 
cent agonies. But when they switch 
bodies, Tess revisits the purgatory 
of high school while her daughter 
learns just how hot mom’s legs look 
in high-heeled boots. 

Directed with brisk playfulness 
by Mark Waters, “Freaky Friday” 
brings the story (from Mary 
Rodgers’ book, on which a film 
starring Jodie Foster was based) 
persuasively up-to-the-minute. The 
seriousness with which it treats both 
sides makes the Rim feel fresh. The 
filmmakers give Anna her due, but 
they don’t sacrifice Tess on the altar 
of the working mother. 

For all their yelling, stomping 
and hair-flipping, Anna and Tess 
make for a refreshingly normal 
pair. What makes “Freaky Friday” 
a charmer is how sweet and dis- 
tinctly unfreaky a kid, her mom 
and their love for each other can be.

TELEVISION I Premium cable’s 
woman of a thousand faces spends 
a consistently amusing hour as vet- 
eran makeup artist Ruby Romaine 
in “Tracey Ullman in the Trailer 
Tales,” Saturday at 8 p.m. on HBO. 
Presented in a series of often raun- 
chy flashbacks, “Tales” recounts 
Ruby’s brief flirtation with retire- 
ment and her painful attempts to 
rejoin the highly selective makeup 
artist’s union. 

Along the way, we witness Ruby’s 
gin-soaked retirement party, her 
dalliances with the union presi- 
dent, her battles with his ungrate- 
ful son and even glimpses back to 
old Hollywood, when Ruby helped 
an up-and-coming black actress 
“pass” as a blond bombshell.

My partner and I are consider- 
ing buying a condo in Logan Circle, 
the area where we now rent. Like 
many of our neighbors, we’re con- 
cerned that low interest rates are 
creating hyperinflated prices (i.e. 
$240,000 for a 425 sq. ft. studio). 
Should we wait for rates to start 
going back up and prices to stabi- 
lize, or should we “get in while the 
getting’s good” in Logan? 

$240,000 for a small studio? 
Well, all I can say is this: Local hous- 
ing economists are not predicting a 
collapse in prices here at all. Also, 
national housing economists predict 
rates won’t go up that much. So, if 
you believe them, you should buy. 

My fiance and I just bought a condo 
in the Adams Morgan area. We’re 
considering selling it next spring 
and using a portion of the profits as 
a down payment on a house. Would 
it be more profitable to keep the 
unit and rent it out for a few years? 

Ultimately, it would be more 
profitable to hold on to your condo 
and also buy another place. You’ll 
get appreciation on two proper- 
ties then. Also, if you’re renting 
your condo out, here are some of 
the advantages: your renter pays 
your mortgage, you can depreciate it 
on your taxes and you get apprecia- 
tion, even if it’s small. I know some 
of my readers wouldn’t dream of 
being landlords, though.

under couches and beds, canisters 
sit nicely on stairs and they don’t 
mind being pulled by the hose. 
They’re designed to follow like a 
puppy. But canisters take up more 
storage space than uprights. 

Hoover’s premium upright vac- 
uum is the handsome WindTunnel. 


The upper-end models are self-pro- 
pelled — you just guide them around 
a room. Invariably, however, you’re 
going to have to lift and carry the 
machine, and the self-propelled 
mechanism makes these models 


relatively heavy. 

The most eye-catching uprights 
are those made by an English com- 
pany, Dyson Direct, founded by 
inventor James Dyson. Featured 
in the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art’s “Century of Design” exhibi- 
tion in 2000, the missile -shaped 
Dyson DCO? (on left) is encased in 
smooth plastic colored in crayonlike 
shades of yellow, purple or red. 

The DC07 doesn’t get by on 
its looks alone. It uses a dual- 


cyclone action to suck dirt into 
its clear, bagless bin. The device 
is designed to maintain optimum 
suction power no matter how full 
the dustbin gets. 

Even trusty old Sears has updated 
it resident Kenmore to keep up with 
the times. Its vacuums might not 
be as good-looking as the DC07, 
but some Kenmore canister 
and upright models come 
with extremely handy 
hoses that pull out to 
as much as 25 feet.

Sucking It 


Swanky, high-tech 
vacuums eat dirt and 
look good doing it 

It has smooth curves, a compact 
body, luminescent skin and lots 
of power. 

It’s neither a supermodel nor a 
sports car. 

It’s a vacuum cleaner. 

“Vacuums used to be sold by 
a salesman dumping dirt on the 
carpet,” said David Kelley, profes- 
sor of product design at Stanford 
University. “Then someone decided 
that this sleepy object could make 
users feel good and be a reflection 
of our self-image.” 


Today’s vacuums come in bril- 
liant colors, cool metallic finishes and 
clear acrylics that proudly show off 
their advanced engineering. 

In 1984, Miele, a German 
appliance company, introduced 
a sealed canister model that 
sucked up even microscopic dust 
mites. But it was Miele’s arrest- 
ing appearance — it looked like 
a hard- shelled beetle and came 
in bright, candy-toned colors 
— that took vacuums out of the 
closet and into the photo shoots 
of decor magazines. 

Canister vacuums like Miele’s 
are popular in Europe, while the 
United States market is dominat- 
ed by uprights. Great for reaching

of dogs playing poker, art (or “art,” 
as the case may be) warms up a 
room. Interior design team Margi 
Vorder Bruegge and George Snead, 
of Fairfield County, Conn., advise 
that you hang what you have, then 
look for the perfect piece. Their take 
on the critical over-the-sofa slot: 

A large single piece of art can 
go either over the mantel (if you’re 
lucky enough to have one) or the 
sofa. To keep it from being a bor- 


ing lone rectangle, build out either 
side of it using candle sconces or a 
pair of smaller horizontal engrav- 
ings stacked on either side. 

Since the space over any sofa is 
usually rectangular and horizon- 
tal, the objective is to mimic the 
shape with artwork. Two large verti- 
cal prints hung side by side will cre- 
ate a horizontal rectangle. So will 
six or eight engravings in a series 
hung either three over three or four 
over four. (Stamford advocate)

On the Fringe 

N.Y. arts festival gives outsiders a place to shine 


ARTS I A Russian dancer peels off a 
chiffon toga — and, seemingly, some 
of her skin. A turtle emerges from 
its shell and romps in a pink tutu. 
And a reality show contestant writes 
a real-life story about his experi- 
ences in a rock band. 

Welcome to this year’s New York 
International Fringe Festival, an 
offbeat showcase of actors, musi- 
cians and performance artists that 
has become the largest and one of 
the most progressive theater fes- 
tivals in America. It opens today 
and runs through Aug. 24 at 20 
Manhattan theaters. 

Organizers chose 204 shows — 
the largest number ever — from 720 
submissions. Artistic director and 
CO -founder Elena K. Holy said less 
than half that many applications 
were received in 1996, the festival’s 
first year. 

Since then, the festival has pro- 
duced the Tony-winning Broadway 
musical, “Urinetown,” which opened 
at the festival in 1999. And Fringe 
shows “Never Swim Alone” and 
“Last Train to Nibroc” went from 
the festival to off-Broadway. 

Holy said she looked for “vibran- 
cy, diversity and innovation” with 


this year’s entries. 

Six artists performed snippets of 
their performances at a news con- 
ference on Tuesday, including Eliza 
Jane Schneider, who provides the 
voices to all the female characters 
on Comedy Central’s irreverent ani- 
mated series, “South Park.”

“I think of this as a sort of plat- 
form for real people,” said Schneider, 
who quotes from oral histories she 
obtained on her 300,000-mile 
drive around the United States in 
her one-woman show, “Freedom 
of Speech.” 

Schneider drove from 1993 to 
1996 in an ambulance until it broke 
down, then continued her travels 
in a 1964 Metro International 
bread truck. 

Pat Candaras, a widowed mar- 
itime union administrator who 


turned to comedy about five years 
ago, said she appreciates the festi- 
val’s freedom. 

“People tell me I’m not a true 
standup. I’m part storyteller,” said 
Candaras, whose festival show is 
titled “Panic Is Not a Disorder.” 

At the festival, she said, “there 
are no restrictions.” 

The performances also included 
a puppet show for children with the 
dancing turtle, and a musical writ- 
ten by “Cupid” TV show contestant 
Paul Stancato about his experiences 
in a rock band. 

In a performance called 
“Trapped,” Russian dancer Ksenia 
Vidyaykina stripped off a chiffon 
toga and then rubber material made 
to look like her skin off her thighs, 
drawing red paint that looked a lot 
like blood. 

Vidyaykina said she wanted to 
show “the guts and beauty” in peel- 
ing away her layers. She had never 
performed in America and is using 
the festival to introduce herself to 
the city’s dance community. 

“Nobody knows me,” Vidyaykina 
said in clear English. “Who else is 
going to give me five days in a the- 
ater?”

HOW DOES YOUR BRAIN RATE? Scientists in California have mapped out 
thousands of brains to find similarities and differences across cultures. 


You’re Not Normal 


UCLA researchers 
map 7,000 brains 
in search of average 

S C I E N C E I Human brains are stun- 
ningly diverse. No two are identical, 
not even those of identical twins. 

So when scientists are look- 
ing at a brain, how do they know 
when they’re looking at one that’s 
normal? 

It’s hard not to recall the scene in 
the 1974 Mel Brooks comedy “Young 
Frankenstein” when Igor selects the 
“Abby Normal” brain for his boss to 
put in the monster. 

Researchers are now trying to 


better understand what consti- 
tutes a “normal” brain by studying a 
newly compiled atlas that contains 
digitally mapped images of 7, 000 of 
the organs. A decade in the making, 
the brain mapping project quietly 
debuted this summer. 

Use of the atlas allows research- 
ers to compare and contrast these 
brain images, captured from all 
sorts of people living in seven 
nations on four continents. 

Most are between the ages of 20 
and 40, but some are as young as 7 
and as old as 90. 

Along with the brain images of 
“normal” people are those of peo- 
ple suffering from Alzheimer’s, 


fetal alcohol syndrome, autism 
and schizophrenia. 

More data are continually being 
added. 

“This is a project born of frus- 
tration, basically. For many years, 
all of us who study brain structure 
and function have struggled with 
the fact that no two brains are the 
same — not in shape or size and 
certainly not in function,” said Dr. 
John Mazziotta of the International 
Consortium for Brain Mapping, 
based at the University of California, 
Los Angeles. 

“But how different they were 
and how to compare them was 
not known.” Andrew bridges (ap)

Driven to Distraction 


I was driving Wednesday — 

eating a peach and thinking about 
world affairs, wondering what kind 
of president Jerry Springer would 
make, doubting whether any presi- 
dent could get peaches to taste like 
they used to, checking the back 
seat again (one-handed) for that 
darned missing relaxation tape 
— when something on the radio 
distracted me. 

It was a shocking report about 
distraction. 

It said we are very distracted 
behind the wheel — that while 
driving our 3,000 -pound vehicles 
through traffic we basically have the 
attention span of TV-viewers. 

We cruise the radio dial, talk 
on the phone, fix our hair, eat our 
lunch, balance our checkbooks, 
breast-feed our babies ... 

Well, I have never breast-fed a

baby while driving my car. And in 
fact, the breast-feeding part was 
not in this particular report. It 
was in the newspaper yesterday in 
Columbus, Ohio, where a 29 -year- 
old woman was charged with child 
endangerment for breast-feeding 
her 7-nionth-old daughter while 
driving on the Ohio Turnpike. 

But it is all part of the same fabric 
of human folly. The driver’s seat of 
a car has come to be, in our minds, 
another living space — a place to 
go to get a little work done, to be 
alone with one’s thoughts, feed the 
baby, check the messages at work — 
a place to which one retires between 
other places, at legal speeds of up 
to 75 miles an hour. 

A quarter of all accidents are 
caused by driver distraction, accord- 
ing to the American Automobile 
Association. That is a lot of pain 
and suffering. 

So, this is not meant as a joke. 


folks. I have actually decided to 
clean up my act, recognizing in 
myself all the symptoms of serial 
driver- distractedness. I invite you 
to do the same. First, I will really try 
to stop eating and drinking while 
driving. Radio -dial switching, I will 
have to work up to ... 

The study that caught my dis- 
tracted attention was funded by the 
American Automobile Association 
and conducted by some clever 
researchers who basically conned 
70 motorists into allowing them to 
mount tiny video cameras inside 
their cars without telling them 
exactly why. 

The report did not single out cell 
phones as the most distracting of 
distractions. Instead, it focused on 
the broader context into which cell- 
phone use has plopped down upon 
us: We apparently will do anything 
to keep from admitting that we’re 
strapped into a car with nothing to 
do but drive and check mirrors for 
unforeseen hazards. 

In my gut of guts, still, I know 
that talking on the phone — of all 
the dumb things I have done — is 
the most distracting of all the stu- 
pid driver distractions. Hand-held, 
hands-free, no matter. A conversa- 
tion with another person — even 
a mechanical conversation — is a 
dream state that involves conjuring 
another person, processing a spoken 
voice, replying in language symbols 
that are more complex than we give 
ourselves credit for; and never mind 
whether deep emotions get into it, 
which they often do. 

But that is another study. I 
should not be distracted by personal 
peeves. I shall instead resolve, while 
driving, to be cell-free, calorie-free, 
nevermore to a tie knot or skim the 
newspaper in traffic jams, or twist 
open jars of olives and pass them 
to people in the back seat. 

There may be worse things we 
do in the course of an average day, 
but few of those are actually dan- 
gerous to the lives of fellow human 
beings. 

And no, I did not write this 
on a laptop on the way to work.
